3. To emphasize the importance of a sound body, a train- 
ed mind, and spiritual growth in the complete development of 
the boy and girl; and te emphasize the important functions of 
the home, the church, and the school in such development. 

4. To emphasize the need of instillmg in the boys and 
girls the love of country and respect for its laws and _ estab- 
lished institutions and of bringing to each the realization of 
his duties and responsibilities as a citizen.
